District Attorney Refuses 
to Reveal Contents of 
Shea’s Report. 


WILL NOT ISSUE DATA 
PENDING ANY ACTION 


Praises. Thorough Work Done 
by His Subordinate; No 
Whitewash in Case. 


Assistant District Attorney Walter 
M. Shea yesterday was directed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Rover to present to the 
grand jury the evidence he has gath- 
ered in his investigation of the fatal 
shooting by a policeman of Lewis S. 
Smith, colored garage helper, on the 
grounds of the National Training 
School for Boys August 8. 

Shea had investigated the shooting 
for more than a week and had inter- 
viewed approximately 25 witnesses. He 
held one colored friend of Smith for 
several days, but finally released him 

District Attorney Rover, to whom 
Shea reported the results of his inves- 
tigation yesterday, issued the following 
statement: 

“As a result of the report submitted 
to me by Assistant United States At- 
torney Walter M. Shea covering the 
circumstances surrounding the fatal 
shooting of Lewis Spencer Smith by 
Police Officer Ernest C. Spaulding on 
August 9, 1928, 1 have directed Mr. 
Shea to present the matter to the 
grand jury for such action as that 
body may deem proper. 

“Mr. Shea’s investigation has been 
thorough, painstaking and impartial 
The facts and information now in the 
possession of this office, which will be 
laid before the grand jury, should be 
of great assistance to that body in ar- 
riving at a fair and proper determina- 
tion in this most unfortunate affair.” 


Contents Not Made Public. 


The exact date on which the evi- 
dence will be presented to the grand 
jury has not been determined as yet 
and the contents of Shea’s report were 
not made public but will be held for 
perusal by the grand jury. 

Smith was shot early in the morning 
August 9 by Spaulding after a chase on 
Bladensburg road northeast. Accord- 
ing to the story told by the policeman. 
he followed Smith at a speed of 55 
miles an hour for nearly a mile. He 
Claimed that Smith attempted to 
knock him off of the road three times 
when he attempted to halt him. 

The negro then abandoned his car 
and took to his heels, running for a 
clump of trees in the grounds of the 
school. Spaulding said he saw the 
negro pull something glittering from 
his pocket and that he then fired, the 
bullet striking Smith in the back 
Smith was taken to Casualty Hospital 
by Spaulding and Policeman Sayer, of 
the Fourth Precinct, who was riding on 
a bus and saw the chase. 


Knife and Pistol Found. 


The only weapon found by police at 
the shooting was a pocket knife, until 
after dawn when Policeman O. K. Stan- 
ton, of the Twelfth Precinct, found a 
pistol near the scene of the shooting. 

The weapon was closely guarded by 
police and later by the district attor- 
ney’s office and has never been placed 
on public display, even newspaper men 
being barred from seeing it.

Riga, Latvia, Aug. 22 (A.P.).—There 
were numerous clashes between com- 


munists and police on Riga streets to- 
day, and only large mounted patrols 
armed with rifles prevented serious 
rioting. As it was only minor casual- 
ties were reported. The clashes fol- 
lowed an attempt by communists to 
force a general strike here following, 
ostensibly, the government’s action in 
dissolving extremist trade unions for 
alleged plotting to bring about a com- 
munist revolution. 

About 3,000 workmen started march- 
ing from all directions toward the 
center of the city, endeavoring to in- 
duce men in other factories and work- 
shops to join them. The modern trade 
union, however, disapproved the agita- 
tion and the main body of workers did 
not respond to the strike call.

Frustrated by unsought rescuers in | 
two previous attempts to end her life, 
Mrs. Florence Gertrude Rollins, 38 
years old, 2405 Thirteenth street north- 
west yesterday succeeded in killing 
herself with gas in her apartment al- 
though the Fire Department rescue 
squad worked for more than an hour 
and a half in an effort to save her 
life. 

Mrs. Rollins’ body was found by Jos- 
eph A. Saunders, a roomer in her apart- 
ment, shortly after 7:3l p. m. Finding 
the doors of the apartment locked when 
he attempted to go in after returning 
from work, Saunders gained entrance 
through a window and discovered the 
body in the kitchen. 

Two rubber hose had been attached 
to burners on the gas stove and Mrs. 
Rollins had placed them in her mouth 
and turned on the gas. Saunders sum- 
moned Rescue squad No. 2, the Emerg- 
ency Hospital ambulance, Eighth Pre- 
cinct police and Dr. S. L. Bain, of 1301 
Fairmont street northwest. 

After the rescue squad had worked 
with pulmotors for an hour in an ef- 
fort to revive the woman, Dr. Bain pro- 
nounced her dead. The squad con- 
tinued to work a half hour longer and 
then gave up Coroner J. Ramsay 
Nevitt issuetl a certificate of suicide. 
Neighbors said that they had heard 
Mrs. Rollins’ telephone ringing since 
11 o’clock in the morning. MII] health

Chicago, Aug. 22 (A.P.).—Assassins’ 
bullets removed another figure from 
the special election crimes grand jury 
investigation today with the slaying of 
Leigh Di Bernardo, who was shot to 
death in his automobile while investi- 
gators sought him as a witness for the 
grand jury. 

Di Bernardo was wanted for ques- 
tioning about the slaying of Octavius 
Granady, negro opponent of Morris 
Eller, political leader, as candidate for 
the Twentieth Ward Republican com- 
mitteeman. 

Benny Zion, indicted by the grand 
jury for complicity in the Granady 
murder on primary day, was found shot 
to death several weeks ago. 

The slaying of Di Bernardo occurred 
shortly before 9 a. m. Two men had 
called for him at his home at 7 a. m 
Police believe they were the slayers, rid- 
ing with Di Bernardo until they came 
to a secluded spot under a West Side 
railroad viaduct, where they opened fire 
and fled. 

Employes of a manufacturing con- 
cern heard the shots and found the 
body. It was identified by Mrs. Di 
Bernardo after police had traced the 
license number of the automobile. 

Sheridan Brusseaux, grand jury in- 
vestigator, revealed he was seeking Di 
Bernardo who, hé said, had “valuable 
information which might have helped 
us in solving the crime.”

Cleveland, Aug. 22 (A.P.).—Charges 
of criminal libel will be placed against 
at least six persons and organizations 
alleged to have published and circu- 
lated a bogus fourth degree “oath” of 
the Knights of Columbus. ; 

The supreme council of the order, in 
session here, today promised immedi- 
ate prosecution of the offending cir- 
culators 

Millions of copies of the spurious 
oath have been distributed throughout 
the country, particularly in the South, 
within the last three months, accord- 
ing to a report made today by Luke E. 
Hart, supreme advocate of the order. 

“Our standing reward. of $25,000 to 
anyone who can prove that the ‘oath’ 
ever was a part of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus ritual or obligation is not suf- 
ficient to deter this libel, nor ap- 
parently is the tons of literature we 
have been publishing,” Hart’s report 
stated. 

“Nothing short of criminal prosecu- 
tion and the threat of imprisonment 
appears to be sufficient to stop it, and 
we will proceed forthwith against those 
whom we can identify,” he declared.

HEARINGS ARE DISCUSSED 


A vigorous campaign against increased 
street car fares and gas rates was 
planned last night by the public 
utilities committee of the Federation 
of Citizens’ Associations. which met to 
determine its course with respect to a 
series of public hearings to be held by 
the Public Utilities Commission begin- 
ning next month. The committee voted 
to send representatives to each hearing 
and canvassed a project to solicit pub- 
lic contributions ior employment of 
counsel. On the solicitation of funds 
no decision was reached except to dis- 
cuss it again. 

The two most important public hear- 
ings discussed were the projected ones 
on the petition of the Capitai Traction 
Co. for permission to increase car fare 
retes and on the revaluation of the 
property of the Washington Gas Light 
Co and its subsidiary, the Georgetown 
Gas Light Co. 

The committee voted to “resist vig- 
orously any increase in prices of gas 
or street car service pending complete 
inquiries into valuations, on the ground 
that neither of the companies is be-

PROMISES TO SUMMON 
EXPERTS ON FARM AID 


Attacks Foreign Policies

“JILL OPPOSE DRASTIC

Assembly Chamber, Albany, N. Y., 
Aug. 22 (A.P.).—Back again in the ex- 
ecutive hall where years ago fe” re- 
ceived a political schooling, Gov. Smith 
tonight accepted the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination. 

Rain had forced a last-minute shift 
in arrangements for his notification. 
The ceremony which was to have taken 
place outdoors was shifted to the 
assembly chamber, and there he out- 
lined his views on campaign issues, 
calling among other things for modifi- 
cation of the eighteenth amendment 
| as well as the Volstead law. 

Without mincing words, the nominee 
promised, if elected, to enforce the pro- 
hibition law, but served notice that he 
would recommend a change in the Con- 
stitution to permit manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating beverages in States 
where the plan received approval by 
popular referendum. 


Proposes Sale by State. 

Insisting that he would always oOp- 
pose the return of the saloon, the New 
York governor said he favored sale of 
intoxicants through State agencies, and 
called attention to the Canadian 
method of handling the problem. 

As for farm relief, the new Demo- 
cratic leader promised sympathetic 
treatment of the question, and relit- 
erated that he would seek expert ad- 
vice immediately after the election in 
the formulation of a workable plan 
for handling the surplus crop question. 

With millions listening in on the 
radio, but with his immediate audience, 
on account of the weather, limited to 
less than 2,000 packed into a stuffy 
chamber, the nominee assailed the Re- 
publican administration on a number 
of scores, including the Mexican and 
Nicaraguan policy; promised to make a 
“real” effort to outlaw war; emph@- 
sized that water power resources should 
be publicly owned and controlled; ad- 
vocated reorganization of Federal Gov- 
ernment departments, and gave a 
pledge that he would countenange no 
“sudden or drastic” changes in the 
tariff.” 


Demonstration Halts Smith. 

It was a few minutes after 7 p. m., 
(Eastern Standard time) when the 
Democratic nominee, in a blue serge 
suit, stood up on the dais where more 
than a decade agd he presided as 
speaker of the assembly. He had been 
introduced by Senator Pittman, of 
Nevada, chairman of the notification 
committee, and a noisy demonstration 
which lasted nearly 4 minutes, had to 
be quelled before he could proceed. 

With a glass of ice water, which he 
frequently sipped, at his elbow, the 
governor read slowly from his prepared 
speech, which lay before him under a 
desk light. The first burst of applause 
came when he declared that “I accept 
your summons to the wider field of 
action.” 

Again there were cheers and hand- 
clapping when the nominee declared 
war on “the forces of corruption and 
favortiism” and, a little later, at his 
reference to the idealism of Jefferson, 
Cleveland, and Wilson. 

With practically no gestures but with 
great emphasis at times, the governor 
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Was greeted with a round of cheering 
when he said the Democratic party was 
“pledged to continue those standards 
of unblemished integrity which charac- 


terized every act of the administration 
of Woodrow Wilson.” 


As the Democratic standard-bearer 
swung along through his speech, ne 
was surrounded by members of his 
family and by leaders in the party, 


among them Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, the vice presidential nominee, 
who sat to his right. Directly behind 
was John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, and in 
front, a tier below, sat Mrs. Smith and 
other members of the governor’s family 

As he was outlining his plan for 
modification of the prohibition amend- 
ment to open the way for restricted 
sale of liquor, the nominee was inter- 
rupted by a\wild shout from some man 
wedged in the crowd to the rear of 
the chamber, but he signaled for si- 
lence and hurried along. 


Nominee to Seck Farm Plan. 


There was no demonstration what- 
ever as he completed the outline of 
his plan and called attention to the 
Canadian system of dealing with the 
liquor question, but a moment later 
there was a noisy outburst when he 
paused for an instant after declaring 
that he was opposed to the return of 
the saloon. 

Cheers rocked the chamber when 
Smith promised, if elected, to lose no 
time in getting the best possible ad- 
yice in the drafting of a farm relief 
program Silence was restored when 
the speaker held up his left hand, 

waving it as an appeal for order. 

From time to time, as he hurried 
along, the governor took the white 
handkerchief protruding from his top 
coat pocket and mopped his face. 
Nearly every time there was applause 
he took advantage of the opportunity 
to take a drink of ice water. 

Although the governor 
wears spectacies at his desk, 
ed the text of his speech, which had 
been prepared in particularly large 
type, without their aid.

Most of the time he was speaking at 
more than a hundred-word-a-minute 
clip, a bit faster than he likes to 
speak in public, but it was apparent 
tBat he was seeking to wind up his 
address as soon as possible, because of 
the extensive radio hook-up. 

The nominee’s demand for public 
ownership and control of water power 
stirred his audience to applause, and 
they enjoyed a good laugh when Smith, 
smiling as he was branding the Mis- 
Sissippi flood control program a in- 
adequate, observed: “An ounce of 
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prevention is worth a pound of first 
aid and relief.” 

Down in front of the speaker's dais 
toiled close to 300 newspaper men and 
massed back of them and to the sides 
stood hundreds of men and women who 
had succeeded in squeezing into the 
chamber. 

Outside, around the foot of the east 
steps of the capitol, where stands had 
been built for tonight’s ceremony, was 
a water soaked throng, which followed 
the address through amplifiers with as- 
surance that the nominee at its con- 
clusion would come out to say a few 
words to them. 


Attack on Foreign Policy. 


As he sailed into the administration 
Latin-American policy, the Democratic 
nominee resorted at times to emphatic 
thrusts of his right arm. But for the 
most part he avoided gestures. He drew 
frequent bursts of applause as he 
pounded home his points of foreign re- 
lations. 

The governor had been talking a lit- 
tle more than half an hour when he 
reached prohibition. 

There was deafening applause which 
continued for a moment when he 
promised to live up to his oath of office 
“to the last degree” in enforcing pro- 
hibition. The crowd seemed to have 
been waiting for this part of the 
speech, and many were in the mood 
to applaud. When the governor served 
notice that he would recommend, as 
President, such changes in the law and 
constitution that he deemed “neces- 
sary or expedient,” he stirred up an 
outburst, which echoed through the 
capitol. 

There was considerable whistling to 
add to the din, and some one in the 
back of the hall had a cowbell which 
he did not hesitate to use. 


Voice Proves Effective. 


The governor’s voice held up well 
and aside from its useal huskiness 
there was no trace of discomfort as he 
approached the end of his address. 

Repeatedly as he hurried along he 
was stopped by applause. There were 
outbursts when he promis war vet- 
erans justice and when he assailed the 
fixing of immigration restrictions on a 
census 38 years old. 

Slowing up a bit for emphasis as he 
declared he owed his nomination for 
President “to no man or set of men.” 
This. brought wild cheers from the 
crowd, but the din became even r-ore 
deafening a moment later when he 
said he would not be influenced in 
making appointments by a man or 
woman's prohibition views, residence or 
church affiliations. 

At 8:20 Eastern standard time, after 
he had been speaking one hour and 
fifteen minutes, the governor reach, 
the end of his speech. There was a 
wild burst of cheers, silenced only 
when Raskob called for quiet so the 
Right Rev. Mgr. J¥seph A. Delaney. of 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, the church at which the gov- 
ernor worships here, could pronounce 
the benediction.

in Long Island City. 

“Oh mother, it’s so good to be free,” 


she sobbed to her parent, Mrs. Henry 
Nottage, as she emerged in the rain, 
her movements watched by a crowd of 
factory workers who had had glimpses 
of Ruth Snyder on her last ride to Sing 
Sing. 

But Mrs. Kirkwood was not really 
free and the young woman will go on 
trial September 24 before Judge Adel 
and a jury in the same Queens county 
courthouse. If found guilty as charg- 
ed she will be sentenced to ten to 
twenty years. She appeared today in 
widow’s weeds and seemed much af- 
fected as she stood before the judge. 
The charges grew from the knifing 
of Dr. Glenn Kirkwood. a veterinarian, 
on August 6, during a jealous quarrel. 
She alleges he was wounded when he 
tried to take the knif away from her 
to prevent her suicide.

Mercado Says Archeological 
Find Includes Tower of 


Babel Reproduction. | 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, Aug. 22 (A.P.).— 
An archeological find, which may sur- 
pass in historical value anything ever 
found on American soil, and in fact 
may completely revolutionize all data 


gathered in connection with the origin 
of the early inhabitants of the Ameri- 
cas, has been reported by Carlos Mer- 
cado, who arrived today from the town 
of Esmeraldas. 

Mercado claims he has devoted seven 
years to secret excavations hoping to 
find valuable metals. He discovered 
10,200 archeological pieces. Most of 
the objects are made of stone, but there 
are some in copper. Mercado says his 
collection includes systems resembling 
Egyptian hieroglyphic writing; Arabian 
numbers; stone rollers which leave 
upon clay tablets figures and orna- 
ments; idols with traces of Phenician, 
Mongolian and Greek characteristics; 
numerous figures of animals, includ- 
ing cows, seals, elephants, dogs, tigers, 
snakes, whales, turtles and alligators, 
and many unknown and queer speci- 
mens. 

One piece was described as a repro- 
duction of the Tower of Babel. An- 
other figure was interpreted as repre- 
senting Sampson embracing the frag- 
ments of two columns. A plate has 
the sonority of a bell. Many of the 
objects bear what are thought to be 
Aztec and Maya inscriptions.

PITTMAN PLEASES FANS

Gov. Al Smith last night himself 
answered the question and doubtless 


to the satisfaction of hundreds of 
thousands of listeners who never be- 
fore had heard his voice, as to what 
kind of a radio speaker he is. 

To those unaccustomed to his vigor- 
ous and explosive style of speech he 
was hard to understand in the begin- 
ning of his address. Also the gover- 
nor was evidently laboring under a 
strain and in reading his manuscript. 
a thing which seemed to cramp his 
style of oratory, misread words here 
and there as he got under way for 
what was unquestionably one of the 
greatest efforts of his entire political 
career. 

However, he soon settled down and 
what he said could be heard as clearly 
and distinctly here in the Capital as if 
the listener had been there with him 
in Albany.

As a result of this, it is pre- 
dicted especially after the _ lessons 
learned in this, the first of our great 
radio campaigns, that future campaign, 
and, in fact, all other speeches are 
gging to become shorter and shorter 
with a quarter of an hour as an ob- 
jective rather than an hour and a 
quarter.

Sergeant Arthur Scrivener, who was 
found shot, and when the pistol used 
In the shooting of the detective was 
identified by a score of persons. 


He admitted, however, that the pistol 
found in Smith’s case was described as 
being 20 years old by the manufactur- 
ers to whom he appealed for aid in 
identifying it. The manufacturers said 
that they had kept no record of wea- 
pons sold that long ago. 

With the finding of the pistol, a cor- 
oner’s jury absolved Spaulding, who 
was returned to duty.

Alfred E. Smith's address accepting the 
Democratic nomination for President, 
delivered at the notification exercises 
im Albany, N. Y. 

Upon the steps of this Capitol, where 

years ago | first came into the serv- 
ice of the State, 1 receive my party’s 
summons to lead it in the Nation 
Within this building, I learned the 
principles, the purposes and the func- 
tions of government and to know that 
the greatest privilege that can come to 
any man is to give himself to a nation 
which has reared him and raised him 
from obscurity to be a contender for 
the highest office in the gift of its 
people. 

Here I confirmed my faith in the 
principles of the Democratic party so 
eloquently defined by Woodrow Wilson: 
“First, the people as the source and 
their interests and desires as the text 
of laws and institutions. Second, in- 
dividual liberty as the objective of all 
Jaw.” With a gratitude too strong for 
words and with humble rellance upon 
the aid of Divine Providence, I accept 
your summons to the wider fleld of ac- 
tion. 


Government should be constructive, 
not destructive; progressive, not reac- 
tionary. lam entirely unwilling to ac- 
cept the old order of things as the best 
unless and until I become convinced 
that it can not be made better. 

It ts our new world theory that gov- 
ernment exists for the people as against 
the old world conception that the peo- 
pie exist for the government. A sharp

line separates those who believe that 
an elect class should be the special ob- 
ject of the governmeht’s concern and 
those who believe that the government 
is the agent and servant of the people 
who create it. 

Dominant in the Republican party to- 
day is the element which proclaims 
and executes the political theories 
against which the party liberals like 
Roosevelt and La Follette and their 
party insurgents have rebelled. This 
reactionary element seeks to vindicate 
the theory of benevolent oligarchy It 
assumes that a material prosperity. the 
very existence of which is challenged, 
ils an @xcuse for political inequality. It 
makes the concern of the Government. 
not people, but material] things. 

I have fought this spirit in my own 
State. I have had to fight it and to 
beat it, in order to place upon the 
statute books every one of the progres- 
sive, humane laws for whose enactment 
I assumed responsibility in my legisla- 
tive and executive carcer. 1 shall know 
how to fight it tn the Nation 

It is a fallacy that there ts tncon- 
sistency between progressive measures 
protecting the rights of the people, in- 
cluding the poor and the weak, and a 
just regard for the rights of legitimate 
business, great or small Therefore 
while I emphasize ny belief that legiti- 
mate business promotes the national 
welfare, let me warn the forces of cor- 
ruption and favoritism, that Demo- 
cratic victory means that they will be 
relegated to the rear and the front 
seats will be occupied by the friends 
of equal opportunity.

When the Republican party came into} 
power in 1921 it definitely promised re- 
organization of the machinery of gov- 
ernment, and abolition or consolidation 
of unnecessary and overlapping agen- 
cies A committee was appointed. 

A representative of the resident 
acted as chairman. It prepared a plan 
of reorganization The plan was filed 
in the archives. It still remains there 
After seven years of Republican control 
the structure of government is worse 
than it was in 1921. It is fully as bad 
as the system which existed in New 
York State before we secured by con- 
stitutional amendment the legislation 
whieh consolidated more than _ 100 
offices, commissions and boards into 
eighteen coordinated departments. each 
responsible to the governor. In con- 
trast with this, the Republican party 
in control at Washington when faced 
with the alternative of loss of patron- 
age for the faithful or more efficient 
and economical management of the 
Government permitted the old order to 
continue for the benefit of the pat- 
ronage seekers 


The appropriations for independent 
bureaus and offices not responsible 
to any Cabinet officer increased from 
$3,400,000 in 1914 to $163,000,000 in 
1921. and to $556,000,000 in 1928 No 
wonder that a cabinet officer of the 
Republican President of 1921 said “if 
you could visualize the Government as 
a business or administrative unit you 
would see something like one of those 
grotesque spectacles of a big oyster 
shell to which, in hte course of years, 
pig and irregular masses of barnacles 
have attached themselves without 
symmetry or relevancy.” 4nd the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States said in its annual report this 
year: “No progress has been made on 
the plan of reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment’s departments as advocated 
by the chamber.” The administration 
spokesman answers only: “We have 
given an economical administration,’ 
and that has been repeated so often 
that some people begin to believe it 
without the slightest proof. I assert 
that there is no proof.

Aside from interest on the 
public debt which has been reduced by 
retirement of bonds or by refinancing 


at lower interest rate, the actual ex- 
penditures for governmental activities 
during the fiscal year ending in 1928 
were just $346,000,000 more than in 
President Coolidge’s first year. 

If the defenders of the administra- 
tion answer ‘that taxes have been re- 
duced, they find themselves in a sim- 
ilar dilemma. The .0’a, taxes collected 
are $24,000,000 more char in the first 
year of the Cooliuy administration. 
While tax rates nave been. reduced and 
some war-time ‘axes abandoned, the 
Government actuauy took from the 
people in’ income taxes $383,000,000 
more during the ast fiscal year than 
during the first year or the Coolidge 
administration. : 

And even these recuctions in tax 
rates have been drought about pri- 
marily because the administration has 
committed the Guvernmen: to appro- 
priations, authorized but not made, 
amounting approximately to 61,000,- 
000,000 which is au obligatign that Is 
being passed on to succeeding admin- 
istrations.

American Diplomacy Futile, 
Claim, on Armament Limits 


In 1921 there was negotiated a treaty 
the limitation of the construction 
of battleships and battle cruisers of 
over ten thousand tons It was ap- 
proved without party dispute as a start 
oi the ‘process of removing from the 
backs of the tolling masses of the 
the staggering burden of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars that 
are wrung trom them every year. for 
wasteful transformation into engines 
of destruction, 

For seven years the Republican ad- 
ministration has followed it with noth- 
ing effective No limitation has been 
placed upon land armaments, subma- 
rines, vessels of war of under ten thou- 
sand tons displacement, poisonous | 
vases or any of the other machinery 
devised by man for the destruction of | 
human life. In’ this respect our diplo- | 
macy has been futile. 

I believe the American people de- 
sire to assume their fair share of re- 
sponsibility for the administration of 
a world of which they are a part, with- 
out political alliance with any foreign 
nation, I pledge myself to a resump- 
tion of real endeavor to make the out- 
lawry of war effective by removing its 
causes and to substitute the methods 
of conciliation, conference, arbitration 
and judicial determination. 


The President of the United States 


has two constitutional duties with re- 
specs to prohibition. The first is em- 
bodied in his oath of office. If, with 
one hand on the Bible and the other 
hand reaching up to Heaven, I prome- 
ise the people of this country that 
“I will faithfully execute the office 
of President of the United 
to the best of my ability preserve, pro- 
tect and defend the Constitution of 
the United States,” you may be sure 
that I shall live up to that oath to 
the last degree. I shal] to the very 
limit execute the pledge of our plat- 
form “to make an honest endeavor 
to enforce the eighteenth amendment 
and all other provisions of the Federal 
Constitution and all laws enacted pure 
suant thereto.” 

The President does not make the 
laws. He does his best to execute them 
whether he likes them or not. The cor- 
ruption in enforcement activities which 
caused a former Republican prohibition 
administrator to state that three- 
fourths of the dry agents were political 
ward heelers named by politicians with- 
out regard to civil service laws and that 
prohibition is the “new political pork 
barrel,” I will ruthlessly stamp out. 
Such conditions can not and will not 
exist under any administration presided 
over by me. 


Congress to Be Advised on Need 
Of Any Changes in Dry Law 


The second constitutional duty im- 
posed upon the President is “to recom- 
mend to the Congress such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient.” 
Opinion upon prohibition cuts squarely 
across the two great political parties. 
There are thousands of so-called “wets 
and drys” in each. The platform of my 
party is silent upon any question of 
change in the law. 

I personally believe that there should 
be change and I shall advise the Con- 
gress in accordance with my constitu- 
tional duty of whatever changes | 
deem “necessary or expedien’.” It will 
then be for the people and the repre- 
sentatives in the national and State 
legislatures to determine whether these 
changes shall be made. 

I will state the reasons for my belief. 
In a book, “Law and Its Origin,” re- 
cently called to my notice, James C., 
Carter, one of the leaders of the bar 
of this country, wrote of the conditions 
which exist “when a law is made de- 
claring conduct widely practiced and 
widely regarded as innocent to be a 
crime.” 

He points out that in the enforce- 
ment of such a law “trials become 
scenes of perjury and subornation of 
perjury;” “juries find abundant excuses 
for rendering acquittal or persisting in 
disagreement contrary to their oaths,” 
and he concludes “Perhaps worst of all 
is that genera] regard and reverence for 
law are impaired, a consequence the 
mischief of which can scarcely be esti- 
mated.” 


These words written years before the 
eighteenth amendment of the Volstead 
act were prophetic of our situation to- 
day. 

I believe in temperance. We have not 
achieved temperance under the present 
system. The mothers and fathers of 
young men and women throughout this 
land know the anxiety and worry which 
has been brought to them by their 
children’s use of liquor in a way which 
was unknown before prohibition. 

I believe in reverence for law. ‘Today 
disregard of the prohibition laws is in- 
sidiously sapping respect for all law. 
I raise, therefore, what 1 profoundly be- 
lieve to be a great moral issue involving 
the righteousness of our national con- 
duct and the protection of our chil- 
dren’s morals. 

The remedy, as | have stated, 1s the 
fearless application of Jeffersonian 
principles Jefferson and his followers 
foresaw the complex activities of this 
great, widespread country. They knew 
that 10 rural, sparsely settled districts 
people would develop different desires 
and customs from those in densely 
populated sections, and that if we 
were to be a nation united on truly 
national matters, there had to be a 
differentiation in. local laws to allow 
for different local habits. 

It was for this reason that the Dem- 
ecratic platform in 1884 announced, 
“We oppose sumptuary laws which vex 
the citizens and interfere with indl- 
vidual liberty,” and it was for this rea- 
son that Woodrow Wlson vetoed the 
Volstead act. 


Volstead Law’s Moditication 
_ Seen as Relief to Conditions 


In accordance with this Democratic 
principle, some immediate relief would 
come from an amendment tg the Vol- 
stead law giving a scientific definition 
et the aicoholic content of an intoxi- 
cating, beverage. The present defini- 
tion is admittedly inaccurate and un- 
scientific Each State would then be 
atiowed to fix its own .standard of al- 
soholic content, subject always to the 
proviso that that standard could not 
exceed the maximum fixed by the Con- 

ess.

I personally be- 
lieve in an amendment in the eight- 
eenth amendment which would give to 
each individual State ipself only after

This country can not be a healthy, 
strong economic body if one of lis 
members, so fundamentally important 
as agriculture, is sick almost to the 
point of economic death.

Government should interfere as little 
aS possible with business. But if it does 
interfere with one phase of economic 
life, be it by tariff, by assistance to 
merchant marine, by control of the flow 
of money and capital through the 
banking system, it is bad logic, bad 
economics and an abandonment of gov- 
ernment responsibility to say that as to 
agriculture alone, the government 
should not ald. 

Twice a Republican Congress has 
passed legislation only to have it vetoed 
by a President of their own party, and 
whether the veto of that specific meas- 
ure was right or wrong. it is undisputed 
that no adequate substitute was ever 
recommended to the Congress by the 
President and that no constructive plan 
of relief was ever forinulated by any 
leader of the Republican party in place 
of the plan which its Congress passed 
and its President vetord.

Such plans should be subjected at once © 


to searching, able and fair-minded 
analysis, because the interests of all ree 
quire that the solution shall be eco- 
nomically sound. 

If 1 am elected, I shall immediately 
after election ask leaders of the type 
I have named, irrespective of party, to 
enter upon this task. I shall join 
with them in the discharge of their 
duties during the coming winter and 
present to Congress immediately upon 
its convening, the solution recom- 
mended by the body of men best fitted 
to render this signal service to the nae 
tion. 

I shall support the activities of this 
body until a satisfactory lag is placed 
upon the statute books.

Waterways goes the control of floods 
thereon. The Mississippi flood of last 
yere brought home to the Nation the 
imperative need for a .1ational policy 
of flood control. 


The last two administrations waited 
for this calamity and for universal de- 
mand that something be done instead 
of taking ieadership in this important 
work “Forethought, courage, and 
leadshi» and knowledg- of what real 


ultimate economy means would have 
done much to prevent this calamity 
with its ensuing waste and misery. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of first aid and relief. In the last Con- 
gress the Reid-Jones bill laid down 
sound lines for the solution of this 
great problem. The policy thus in- 
itiated for the Mississippi must be car- 
ried through. The money actually ap- 
propriated for flood relief is too small 
to make even a start. Too much time 
has been spent in squabbling over who 
shall pay the bill.

Lid Development Is Promised 


The Mississippi River and its tribu- 
taries constitute a great network of 
waterways flowing through a _ large 
number of States. Much more than 
flood control is involved. Fullest de- 
velopment of the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries as arterier of commerce 
should be the goal. 

Wide possibilities for public good are 
latent in what remains of our natural 
‘ resources. 


I pledge myself to a progressive lib- | 


eral conservation policy based upon the 
same principies to which 1 have given 
my support in the State of New York, 
and to fight against selfish aggression 
in this field wherever it appears and 
irrespective of whom it may involve. 
No nation in history has been more 
careless about the conservation of 
Natural resources than has ours. 

We have denuded gur forests. We 
have been slow to reclaim lands for de- 
velopment and have allowed to run’ to 
waste or have given to private ex- 
ploitation our public waters with their 
great potential power for the develop- 
ment of electrical energy. 

The value of this heritage can be: 
be measured when we consider the re- 
cent disclosures of the methods em- 
Ployed by private monopolies to wrest 
Our remaining water powers from pub- 
lic control. 


No more dishonest or unpatriotic 


Private Monopoly 


Rpropaganda has ever been seen in this 
country than that disclosed by the in- 
vestigation into the methods of cer- 
tain utility corporations. 

Private corporations to gain control 
of public resources have procured the 
writing of textbooks for the public 
schools; have subsidized lectures pre- 
tending to give to the country their 
own honest and. unbiased advice; have 
employed as their agents former public 
Officials and have endeavored to mis- 
lead public opinion by the retention 
of the services of leaders of the com- 
munity in various parts of the country. 

Highly paid lobbyists, penetrated 
into every State and into the legisla- 
tive halls of the Nation itself. 

As' against propaganda, it is the duty 
of the Democratic party to set up 
truth. The ownership of some of these 
great water powers is in the Nation, 
of others in the several States. These 
sources of water power must remain 
forever under public ownership and 
control. , 

Where they are owned by the Federal 
Government they should remain under 
Federal control. Where they are owned 
by an individual State they should be 
under the control of that State, or 
where they are owned by States jointly, 
they should be under the control of 
those States. 


ot Water 


Power Rights to Be Prevented 


Wherever the development, the Gov- 
ernment agency, State or Federal as 
the case may be, must retain through 
contractual agreement with the dis- 
tributing companies the right to pro- 
vide fair and reasonable rates to the 
ultimate consumer and the similar 
right to insist upon fair and equal 
distribution of the power. 

‘his cay be secured only by the ab- 
soiute retention by the people.of the 
ownership of the power. by owning and 
controlling the site and plant at the 
place of generation. 

The government—Federal, State or 
the authority representing joint States 
--must control the switch that turns 
on or off the power so greedily sought 
by certain private groups without the 
sCast regard for the public good. 

I shall carry into Federal admtinis- 
tration the same policy which 1 have 
maintained against heavy odds in my 
own State. Under no circumstances 
should private monopoly be permitted 
to capitalize for rate-making purposes 
water power sites that are the property 
of the people themselves. 

It is to me unthinkable that the 
Government of the United States or 
any State thereof will permit either 
direct or indirect alienation of water 
power sites. 

Electrical energy generated from wa- 


tion of the flow of the Colorado River 
is the common heritage of all the 
States through which the river flows. 
The benefits growing from such de- 
velopment should be equitably dis- 
tributed among the States having right 
of ownership. 

The duty of the Federal Government 
confined to navigation. 1 am of 
the opinion that the best results would 
flow from the setting up of a Colorado 
River authority, representative equally 
of all the States concerned. The de- 
velopment should be by the States 
through the agency of this authority 
by treaty ratified by Congress. 

It will be the policy of my admin- 
istration while retaining Government 
ownership and control, to develop a 
method of operation for Musc'c Shoals 
Which wil] reclaim for the Government 
some fair revenue from the enormous 
expenditure already made for its de- 
velopment and which is now a com- 
plete waste. In this way the ortginal 
peace-time purpose of the construction 
of this plant will be achieved. The Na- 
tion will be reimbursed, agriculture wil) 
be benefited by the cheap production 
oi nitrates for fertilizer and the surplus 
power will ve distributed to the people. 

The remaining public natura] re- 
sources now under control of the Fed- 
eral Government must be administered 
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ter power as an incident to the regula- lin the interests of all of the people, 


Reforestation and Conservation 


Of National Parks Favored 


Likewise a complete survey and study 
of the remeining undeveloped public 
resources of laid, coal, oil and other 


minerals is greatly needed and should 
be undertaken. 

The United States, becauce its people 
use more wood than any other on “arth, 
is, therefore, more dependent cn the 
forest than any other great nation. At 
the same time we are the most wasteful 
of all people in the destruction of our 
fovest resources. 

The use of our national forests for 
recreation should he greatly extended. 

1 also pledge myself to give the same 
continuing interest and support to a 
national park, reforestation and recre- 
atiol: program as have brought about 
the cstablishment of a great conserva- 
tion aud Stute park system in the State 
of New York. 

Ji was Grover Cleveland who first 
made our national forest and conser- 
vation policy into a gr.a public ques- 
tion. Theodore Rooseve:t followed in 
his footsteps.

The American people constitute a 
s iucture of many component parts. 
One >: its foundaticns is labor. The 
reasonable contentment of those who 
toil with the conditions under which 
they live and work is an essential basis 


of the Nation’s well being. The welfare 
of our country therefore demands gov- 
ernmental concern for the legitimate 
* -erest of labor. 

The Democratic party has always rec- 
ognized this fact, and under the ad- 
ministration of Woodrow Wilson a large 
body of progressive legislation for the 
protection of those laboring in industry 
was vnacted. Our platform continues 
that tradition of the party. 

We declare for the principl> of col- 
lective bargaining which alone can put 
the laborer upon a basis of fair equality 
with the employer; f r the human prin- 
ciple that labor is not a commodity; for 
fair treatment to Government and Fed- 
eral employes, and for specific and im- 
mediate attention t» the serious prob- 
lems o: unemployment. 

From these premises it was inevita- 
ble that our platform should further 
recognize grave abuses in the issuance 
of injunctions in labor disputes which 

Sede the very principle of collec- 
tive argaining. Chief Justice Taft in 
1919 stated that government of the re- 
lations between capital and labor by 
injunction was an absurdity. Justice 
Holmes and Justice Brandeis, of the 
United States Supreme Court, unite tn 
an opinion which describes the res- 
traints on labor imposed by a Federal 
injunction as a reminder of involun- 
tary servitude. 


Labor Injunction Extensions 


Attacked, and Aid Promised 


Dissatisfaction and .social unrest 
have grown from these abuses and un- 


doubtedly legislation must be framed 
to meet just causes for complaint in 
regard to the unwarranted issuance of 
injunctions. 

The judiciary committee of the 
United States Senate has already in 
progress a careful study of this situa- 
tion. I promise full cooperation to the 
end that a definite remedy by law be 
brought forth to end the existing evils 
and preserve the constitutional guar- 
antees of individual liberty, free as- 
semblage and speech and the rights of 
peaceful persuasion. 

I shall continue my sympathetic in- 
terest in the advan .:ment of pro- 
gressive legislation for the protection 
and advancement of working men and 
women. | 

Promotion of proper care of materni- 
ty, infancy and childhood and the en- 
couragement of those scientific activi- 
ties of the National Government which 
advance the safeguards of public health, 
are so fundamental as to need no ex- 
pressicn from me other than my record 
as legislator and as governor.

HITS G. 0. P. AS “COOL” 


Following is the tert of the address 
of Senator Key Pittman, of Nevada, 
notifying Gov. Smith of his nomination 
for President. 

Gov. Smith: 

I have the honor, sir, as chairman of 
the notification committee of the na- 
tional convention to convey to you an 
Official message from the Democracy 
of the United States. 


Our people at all timed, irrespective 
of party affiliations, have been ad- 
herents of the great principles of De- 
mocracy proclaimed by Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Only unusual events and the

Fundamental Law Tramped On, 


Unctuous and meaningless 
became our political fetish. We forgot 
the need of courage. We forgot the 
need of honest and uncompromising 
action. It became heresy to the pre- 
valling faith for a man to speak what 
he thought, to act as he believed. We 
could rant about the Constitution and 
we were termed statesmen, however 
much in practice we trampled upon the 
tenets of our fundamental law.

We were 
steeped in self-delusion. We uncon- 
sclously sinned. Our worst sin was the 
Sin against ourselves, the sin of not 
being ourselves We had lost the old 
vyift that Jackson gave us. 

Against these abject tendencies 
the time we fought Our cause was 
right We did not hesitate to fight, 
and yet we met defeat.

Where are the 36 
States that are determined to relax the rigor 
of prohibition? If public sentiment is moving 
toward liberalization of the liquor law, it isa 
nonpartisan public sentiment and only by the 
cooperation of the Republican and Democratic 
parties can the Volstead act be changed, 

A joint resolution proposing amendment or 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment would 
require a two-thirds vote in both houses 
or the vote of two-thirds of the State legisla- 
tures. Neither party has had two-thirds cf 
sither branch of Gongress in recent years. As 
for the legislatures, it is obvious that Repub- 
lican and Democratic States would have to join 
hands to make up two-thirds of the States. 
The joint resolution would then be passed ov to 
popular conventions or the legislatures for 
ratification, and three-fourths of these cou- 
ventions or legislatures would have to ratify 
in order to make the amendment effective. 
Thirty-six States! 

Talk of modification of the Volstead act or 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment through 
the agency of any political party is idle talk. 
The great majority of the people, composing 
all parties, must combine in behalf of the 
change before it can be effected. 

A great deal of time could be saved if voters 
would recognize the fact that discussion of 
the wetness or dryness of Hoover and Smith 
is waste talk. Neither of them, with his party 
united behind him, can change the Volstead 
law. Gov. Smith ‘said a mouthful’ when he 
remarked that “opinion upon prohibition cuts 
squarely across the two great political 
parties.” 


IGLOO MAGAZINES. 


The Navy recently adopted a new type of 
construction for high explosive magazines. 
Experiments, which were tried out at the 
proving grounds at Indianhead, Md., con- 
vinced naval officers that this new type of 
magazine is by far the safest yet developed. 

The new type, which is called an “igloo’’ 
magazine because of its similarity in shape 
and size to the Eskimo home, is fireproof and 
is constructed entirely of reinforced concrete. 
It is a rather small structure, with a low dome. 
The Bureau of Ordnance announced that the 
experiments were highly satisfactory and that 
the new ammunition depots at Hawthorne, 
Nev., and in the Philippine and Hawaiian 
Islands would be of this improved type. 

In order to test the resistance of the igloo 
the naval powder factory detonated 3,300 
pounds of TNT in one that was surrounded by

high explosives. The test proved that this 
type of magazine eliminates all possibility of 
sympathetic explosions, as the three magazines, 
which were not more than 25 feet distant, did 
not explode, although two of them collapsed, 
due to the intense pressure of the detonation. 
The Navy will choose sites in the sides of hills 
whenever possible, so that the igloo may be 
covered with earth, thus lessening the danger 
of sympathetic explosions. 

The igloo magazine came as a result of the 
explosion at Lake Denmark, N. J., which oc- 
curred July 10, 1926, killing 21 people, wreck- 
ing 80 buildings and causing a property de- 
struction of about $85,000,000. The explosion 
was caused by a bolt of lightning striking a 
powder magazine. 

The igloo type of construction is very ex- 
pensive compared to the old type of magazines, 
but in view of the fact that the life and prop- 
erty loss was so great at the Lake Denmark 
explosion the increased expense of this safe 
type of magazine should not be considered. If 
there is any place where every precaution for 
safety should be provided it is at an ammuni- 
tion depot.

The discovery of the lost city of Huaynapic- 
cho has come about apparently through an 
‘unusual clarity of the atmosphere in the 
Peruvian mountains. A Peruvian scientific 
expedition having penetrated the jungles about 
Macchupiccho, the ruined Inca city that was 
discovered sixteen years ago by the Bingham 
expedition, one of the party happened to turn 
his glass in the direction of the other city that 
has been lost since the days of Pizarro.

FOREIGN OIL ENTERPRISE. 


Every oil-producing country is deeply in- 
terested in recovery of larger amounts of 
petroleum in any of its forms than may now 
be obtained from wells. Hence the researches 
into the methods of making shale oil commer- 
cially profitable have been pursued in varicus 
directions. It appears to have been left tor 
the Swedish operators of concessions in LEs- 
tonia to solve the shale oil problem. They are 
producing gasoline of high quality from shale, 
and are opening filling stations throughout 
that country. 

If shale can be made productive of gasoline, 
the means for recovering oil from this source 
will not remain a secret in the hands of the 
present monopolists. Conditions today do 
not favor the retention of an _ exclusive 
process in the hands of one people, such, 
for instance, as the secret of the Siberian 
process for the manufacture of iron for stove- 
pipe. If it becomes necessary for the United 
States to recover low grade shale oil upon a 
marketable basis, the ingenuity for so doing 
will not be wanting, 

The Estonian government, itself a large oil 
/producer and deriving revenues from the for- 
eign concessionaires, has not favored the 
Swedish developers above others. It h*s been 
said that the money behind the Swedish Es- 
tonian oil interests is derived from the Swedish 
match monopoly, one of the richest of modern 
enterprises, The manner in which Sweden is 
occupying new places in the world of industry 
is an example to other European countries, not 
outstandingly industrial.

Electricity Resale 
Practice Persists

Operative Builders’ Secre- 


tary Demands Equal Priv- 
ilege to All Landlords. 


Despite announcement by officials of 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. that 
they have canceled contracts with 
landlords permitting electricity to be 
purchased at wholesale rates and re- 
metered retail to tenants, the practice 
is still current, according to Rufus S. 
Lusk, secretary of the Operative Build- 
ers Association. 

Citing specific instances where the 
remetering process is still in operation, 
Lusk yesterday renewed his plea that 
the power company establish an equl- 
table basis for dealing with landlords, 
either denying the privilege to all or 
permitting owners of new buildings to 
sign contracts without the clause for- 
bidding resale. 

Lusk declared that the whole situa- 
tion could be cleared up if the Public 
Utilities Commission would render a 
decision either denying or confirming 
the legality of the procedure. He stated 
that he had personally requested that 
it render such a decision, but that it 
had evaded the issue.

That Kellogg Will Not 
Be Outshone. 
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RECEPTION TO BE ROYAL 


2or.t, Aug. 22 (A.P.). — European 
Statcsmicn and diplomats, especially 
those connected with the foreign de- 
partments of the countries, began 
breaking up their annual August holi- 
Gays today to get ready for the signing 
here Monday of the multilateral Kellogg 
pact for renunciation of war. 

The members of the French cabinet, 
who had expected to spend the entire 
month in the country. were back in 
Paris tonight. They had been sum- 
moned for a special meeting of the 
ministry which is to be held tomorrow. 
They are to discuss details of the sign- 
ing ceremony and also of the other 
events planned to make the visiting 
G.gnitaries feel at home as weil as 
honored. 

Frank B. Kellogg, American Secre- 
tary of State, is to be received at Havre 
with ceremonics such as usually are 
accorded only to visiting monarchs or 
chief executives. He will be escorted 
to Paris on a special train. 

Here he will be greeted ceremoniously 
at the railway station by Aristide 
Briand, foreign minister of France, and 
other high officials. Myron T. Her- 
rick, United States Ambassador, wiil 
take part in this ceremony, but the 
first secretary of the embassy and other 
representativés will receive the dis- 
tinguished visitor at Havre. 

Sharing in these ceremonies will be 
Mackenzie King, prime minister of 
Canada, who is traveling on the same 
steamer with Kellogg. 

The actual signing of the treaty and 
the other official affairs that go with 
it will all be carried out on a big 
scale, but with settings calculated to 
harmonize with the democratic sim- 
Plicity of United States officialdom. 
The entire program, in fact, has been 
laid out with the idea of making all 
of it, as the saying goes, “a Kellogg 
show.”

Commission Refuses to Re- 
voke Licenses as Asked, 


Including WRC. 
(Associated Press), 

Resolutions by the Radio Protective 
Association of Chicago asking revoca- 
tion of the licenses of Station WRC 
here and those of 10 others of the 
Nation’s largest broadcasting stations, 
were formally ignored by the Federal 
Radio Commission today through its 
general counsel, Louis G. Caldwell. 

The association charged that the 
General Electric Co. Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co., and the 
Radio Corporation of America, which 
own the stations, control an interest 
in radio patents owned by the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co., under 
agreements “exposed on the floor of 
both houses of Congress, which no- 
toriously lessen competition and re- 
strain commerce, and whose purpose 
and effect is to create a monopoly in 
the manufacture of radio apparatus.” 

Caldwell held that the sections of 
the radio act apparently referred to 
in the resolution, had not been violated 
by the companies. He declared that 
the rule prohibiting companies from 
combkining ownership of wireless with 
other forms of communication, thereby 
creating monopolies, had not been 
violated as the stations engaged in 
broadcasting only and no point-to- 
point communication. 


Phone Toll Lines 
Crippled by Rain

Telegraph service of the Chesapeake 
& Potomac Telephone Co. between 
Washington and New York was delayed 
for several hours yesterday morning 
when the circuits were put out of or- 
der by rain seeping through the Ca- 
bles.

Havre de Grace Bridge 
Toll Free September 15 


Having pald its cost in tolls during 
the five years that it has been operated 
by the State of Maryland, the 62-year- 
old bridge that spans the Susquehanna 
River at Havre de Grace will be op- 
erated free of toll after September 15, 
according to'an announcement by the 
Maryland State Road Commission. 

The old bridge, originally built by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in 1866 at 
a cost of $3,000,000, was given to pri- 
vate interests when the railroad com- 
pleted a new structure in 1908, and is 
said to have netted its operators more 
than $1,000,000 in tolls during the fif- 
teen years -it was operated by them. 
In 1923 it was purchased by the State 
for $585,000 and was double-decked at 
an additional cost of $400,000. It has 
since paid its entire cost in tolls. 


Liberal Philippine 
Land Law Offered 


Bill to Increase Leases May 
Encourage Rubber-Grow- 
ing Proposals. 


Manila, Aug. 22 (A.P.).—The first 
move in the legislature of the Philip- 
pines to facilitate economic develop- 
ment through liberalization of land 
laws, was taken today in a bill intro- 
duced in the house to increase the 
amount of land that may be leased from 
the government to 5,000 hectares (12,- 
355 acres). 

Under the terms of the bill land may 
be leased through renewals for a total 
of 50 years. The present land law is 
regarded as one of tthe principal draw- 
back to development of the islands,

All of us agree that the first seven 
years aré vey -mportant, but many of 
us believe that they are not necessarily 
the determining years. Those who dis-

On the other hand, a child who has 
been safely brought through the first 
seven years is guaranteed against fu- 
ture mishaps in character, behavior or 
physique. No parent can feel certain 
that all the good habits laid down will 
be a permanent acquisi.ion, although 
they: will be strongly rooted 

One who plants a tree takes great 
pains to put it i-.to good soil, to spread 
the roots carefully, to pack soil around 
them, to water it and to trim it care- 
fully. However, this does not mean 
that the tree needs no care afterward 
or that the tree will not blow over or 
get a blight, or die of lack of nourish- 
ment because the roots struck, as they 
reached out, a nonnourishing soil. 

Remember, stepmother, that every 
day is a day of growth at any age of 
childhood, as there is no beginning and 
no end in character development, And 
certainly no standing still.

WAIT TO BE SOUGHT 
7 HUMMER MURDER 


Habeas Riieine Action for the 
Freeing of Crockett Is 
Expected Today. 


POLICE ADMIT DILEMMA 


A writ of habeas corpus, seeking the 
release of Carl Crockett, who has been 
,held at Alexandria police headquar- 
‘ters since Sunday morning for inves- 
tigation in connection with the shoot- 
ing early Saturday of Police Sergt. El- 
ton B. Hummer, will probably be filed 


today by Attorney James Reece Dun- 
can, who has been retained to repre- 
sent Crockett in Fairfax County in 
connection with charges filed against 
him there. 

After four days of search for the 
person responsible for the murder of 
Hummer, Alexandria police are ad- 
mittedly baffled. Not only is there no 
clew to the murder, but the police 
have been unable to unearth any mo- 
tive for the crime, nor have they been 
able to find the weapon with which 
the murder was committed. 

With the exception of Graham White, 
colored, who is being held for ques- 
tioning in connection with the shoot- 
ing, and Crockett, who may be released 
shortly, each person suspected of hav- 
ing any knowledge of the shooting 
has been released, and each rumor fol- 
lowed by the police has led to a nega- 
tive conclusion. White, it is under- 
stood, was arrested on a warrant which 
was in Hummer’s possession when he 
was Killed, but there appears to be 
“nothing to indicate that he has any 
khowledge of the shooting. : 

According to Duncan, if Crockett 
released on the writ expected to be 
filed by his attorney, it will not be 
mecessary for Crockett to go to Fair- 
fax County to answer the charges 
against him there, since a bond of 
$800, understood to have been signed 
by a relative, is still effective. and the 
Fairfax County authorities are satis- 
‘fied to let it stand. 

Duncan, in discussing Crockett’s al- 
leged connection with the shooting of 
the police sergeant, said Crockett has 
told a perfectly straightforward story 
of his w wee ce on the night of the 
shooting, which the attorney claims to 
have Etobcreted in every detail,

Since that is so, I can not but re- 
iterate that any violation is a techni- 
cality and debatable, but certainly was 
One of ignorance and not of deliber- 
ate intent. 

All one has to do to realice that 
there could be no intention on my part 
is to realize that this year I accepted 
the captaincy and played on the Davis 
Cup Team against my wishes, but in an 
attempt to aid American tennis I gave 
up &@ part in a play which was already 
playing, sacrificing a salary and im- 
periled a personal investment. 1 jour- 
neyed 10,000 miles at a good deal of 
personal effort, physical, mental and 
financial to the extent of some $2,000 
of my personal income, at the same 
time giving my best efforts to not 
only playing my best tennis myself, but 
in a sincere effort to aid the games of 
my teammates. 

The gentlemen of the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association know, for I 
stated to them, it was my last year of 
Davis Cup tennis and I was sincerely 
anxious to do something to build up 
the game in the United States so the 
next few years would see the cup back. 
Does it stand to reason that I would 
intentionally imperil any such con- 
tribution to tennis by intentionally 
violating the spirit or letter of the 
rule? To date I have received no pay 
from the Christy Walsh Syndicate for 
the three disputed articles, although 
naturally at the time of writing them 
1 supposed I would receive the regular 
compensation. I might add there is 
nothing in my contract with Mr. Walsh 
that required me to write on Wimble- 
dn or any other event, national or in- 
ternational 

My contract calls for two com- 
ment articles each week, If in the 
opinion of the executive committee 
these articles are held to be viola- 
tions of the rule t am_ perfectly 


willing to receive no pay for them 
and to offer the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association a sworn 
statement from Mr, Walsh and my- 
self that I have not and will not 
receive pay for them, nor any in- 
direct return to make up for the 
loss, 


l reiterate I did not intentionally 
violate the letter or spirit of the rule 
and that since that ts so Il request that 
I be cleared of the charges preferied 
Owing to the unfortunate 


ofr these charges, I believe something 
done at the next annual 
meeting to clarify and accurately de- 
fine the rights of the player under tne 
player-writer rule. 1 am inclined to 
believe that if the policy of the Davis 
Cup Team was clearly set down that no 
member could write while a member of 
the team abroad it would relieve any 
chance of a repetition of this incident. 
It should be clearly stated if such 4 
policy is put in effect that it is a team 
policy only and in no way a matter of 
amateurism or professionalism 

If such a policy went into effect any 
player accepting a position op the teain 
would know exactly what he could and 
could not do, and his position wouid 
be clean cut. I would agree with any- 
one setting a definite team policy while 
I would.not and could not see the jus- 
tice of such a course as a general rule 
of amateurism. They are very different 
things.

MCARL RULING WIAY 
GUT MANY SALARIES 
IN FEDERAL SERVICE 


Officials Believe Scores of 
Employes Will Be Affected 
by White Case. 


DEDUCTION TO BE PUT 
IN EFFECT OCTOBER 1 


Department Heads Uncertain 
of How Far-Reaching 
Decision Will Be. 


Apparently nonplused by the sensa- 
tional ruling of Comptroller General 
J. R. McCarl, rendered Tuesday, which 
ordered the deduction of maintenance 
allowances from the salaries of Dr. 
William A. White, superintendent of 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, and 131 other 
hospital employes, officials of Federal 
and District departments yesterday 
busied themslves with a study of the 
ruling to determine what effect it will 
have on employes in other branches of 
fhe Government service. 

No official comment on the ruling 
could be obtained yesterday, as Secre- 
tary of the Interior Roy O. West, to 
whom the ruling was addressed, was 
busily engaged in arranging for his 
departure for the West today. Carlos 
C. Van Leer, chairman of the Personnel 
Classification Board, nas not yet seen a 


copy of the decision, and said that he 
would be unable to make any an- 
nouncement regarding it until he has 
had an opportunity to study it. 

McCarl’s ruling is said to be based on 
the law providing that the personnel 
board shall deduct living allowances 
from salaries, and is said to have been 
made because of the board's failure to 
make the deductions. 


Action Expected October 1. 


In lieu of prior action by the board, 
the deductions will be made under the 
comptroler’s ruling beginning Octo- 
ber 1. 

In checking over those who receive 
living allowances from the Government 
it was found yesterday that many em- 
ployes of the District government and 
field service employes of the Federal 
Government are receiving maintenance. 

In many cases provision for their liv- 
ing allowances is made in their pay 
checks, it was found. 

In the District government practical- 
ly all heads and many employes of 
charitable and penal institutions re- 
ceive maintenance, but officials said 
yesterday that these allowances are 
already taken into account in their 
salaries. 

They include Dr. B. A. Bocock, of 
Gallinger Hospital; Capt. M. M. Bar- 
nard, superintendent of the District’s 
penal institutions; Maj. W. L. Peake, 
superintendent of the District Jail, and 
Clifford Lanham, superintendent of 
trees and parks. 


Not Market Quotations. 


In all these cases the allowances are 
not figured on the basis of what it 
would cost in the open market, it was 
said, but upon what they actually cost 
the government. 

According to estimates of the Comp- 
troller General’s office, Dr. White is 
receiving maintenance allowances 
totaling $11,059 annually, which, ac- 
cording to McCarl, should be deducted 
from his $7,500 a year salary. 

Dr. White reiterated yesterday that 
the matter was a controversial question 
upon which he could not comment 
until the Interlor Department had 
acted. 

In .view of the fact that Secretary 
West, who took charge of the depart- 
ment on July 25, will leave today for 
a month’s trip through the West, it 
is not probable that early action will 
be taken by the department on the 
ruling. For the next month Secretary 
West plans to make an extensive study 
of certain phases of the field work in 
the West. 


Landscaping Begun 


Of School Focunee 


Miss E. R. Birnie Starts 
Work on Program Which 
Will Cost $100,000. 


Miss Eliza R. Birnie, landscape archi- 
tect, started work yesterday in the 
office of the municipal architect on 
the District’s first comprehensive pro- 
gram for beautifying public school 
grounds. Twenty-two school yards are 
to be graded, sodded and planted with 
shrubs, and playgrounds are to be sur- 
faced with cinders, at an expense of 
$100,000. 

The Stuart Junior High and the 
Whittier, Bancroft and Barnard grade 
schools will be treated first, followed 
by the Hine, Macfarland and Randall 
junior high schools and the Woodridge, 
Bruce, Burroughs, Bell, Brightwood, 
Truesdell, J. F. Cook, Janney, Ray- 
mond, Lovejoy, Thomson, Mott and 
Reservoir road schools. 

The program also will call for main- 
tenance. In the past new schools have 
been landscaped and the grass and 
shrubbery have been permitted to lan- 
guish for lack of care.

Refuting the popular belief that the 
problems of traffic congestion are of 
comparatively recent origin, dating from 
the advent of the universal use of auto- 
mobiles, a report of the chief of en- 
gineers for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1902, recently brought to light, re- 
veals that as early as 26 years ago the 
traffic problems of Washington were be- 
ing given serious consideration. 

It appears from the report that one 
of the great traffic difficulties of 26 
years ago was the slowing down of 
bicyclists by horse-drawn vehicles, 


especially over bridges. The report speci- 


fically cites conditi-ns at the Pennsyl-
